Obi). b on't value the Objeciions of thofe Men, 
Roger, who tout tueir Eyes and Ears againit De- 
moniiratiou, and not only rejeét the Authority and 
Reaicns of iome of the Greatett Men we ever had 
in Engiccd, but that of God himfelt, who has told 
us by the Mouth of the wifett King ever the World 
faw, fat in the Multitude of People, is the King’s 
Hen: : ut in the Want of People, ts the Deftruttion 
of the Srisce, Prov.14. 28. An Encreafe and Mul- 
tiplication of People, has, by all Nations of the 
World, ever been look'd upon as a Bleffing, and 
the Dim'sution of them a Curfe.

And s.otwithitanding they Were more prolinck than 
We, beciute of the peculiar Promife that God made 
to the Pat tarcis to multiply their Poftcrity like the 
Sand of the Sea, aud becaufe of the Volygamy 
Which wes ailow'd then, 10 that one of their a- 
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dult Women were unprovided, yet by God’s ex- 
preis Command they were oblig’d to be kind to 
Strangers ; and every one that knows the tillory 
of the Bible, or has read Fofepi zs, mult own they 
had Multitudes of Profelytes that were Strangers 
among them. 

Comutry-m. Well, Mafter, I think you have faid 
enough to prove thofe who clamour fo much a- 
gaintt the Government, becaule of the Act of Na- 
turalization, to be neither good Chiriflians, Politi- 
cians, or Subjects, or at leaft that they labour un- 
der woful Prejudices and Miltakes ; but that which 
haghtens ther Clamours, as 1 am inform’d, 1s, be- 
c ule feveril People turn out our own Poor, and 
employ the Palatines, by Reaton that they work 
cheaper, which reduces our own Poor toa ftarving 
Condition. 

Obf. TheGovernmentis fo far from being charge- 
able with this, Roger, that you fee her Majetly al- 
lows thofe poor Strangers a daily Maintenance, till 
they can be provided for by Briefs, or otherwife ; 
thereiore LI think thofe Mcn to be perfectly in the 
wrong, who turn out our own Poor to employ the 
Palatines, becaute they work cheaper, which may 
have ill Coniequences ; and therefore, inimy Opt- 
nion, that Practice ought to be rcftraim’d, tu.ce 1t 
cant be calld Charity, but Covetouinets in thote 
who employ the Peélaines on that Account, or 
where they can have Poor of cur own to employ. 
Lic Government has appointed Truftccs to receive 
Propoia!s tor fetthng and employing the Paletines, 
but not totake the bread out of the Mouths of our 
own Poor. Nor is there any need of it, contide- 
mug, as b have faid alrcady, thare’s fo much im- 
proveable Ground io be culuvated in Britain, lre- 
land, and our Plantations, cs is thice times more 
than {ufficient to employ our own Poor and the 
Palatines tooe But then ag to our own Poor, which 
is made the Pretence of all tus‘Clamour, TF mutt 
repeat What I have fad already, that were the 
Poors Rates levy’ in the feveral aries of Fug- 
land nightly manag’d, and the Laws aganit Va- 
giants duly putin Exccution, that Girevarcemught 
calily be doncaway. Mr. King computes the Nume 
ber of Vagrants, including Gypiics, Thieves, Beg- 
gars, Cc. to be 30000, and what there is auuually 
2iven aWay totiole at our Doors, and on our 
Koads, bya medeit Computation, to the Value of 
acooce be fer Au which i thote Vacrants were 
torcd io work, might be fav d to the Nation, and 
tve Froduct of their Labour, at 29 s. per Head, 
might aid 60000 L. per dn. to the national Stock, 
over and above their Maiutenance. 

Coxatry-m. A think you have made it plain, Ma- 
Her, taat were our Laws for employing the Foor, 
and panithing Vagranis, duly put in Execution, 
we needed not have one Beegar in Lnslend 3 to 
Which give me Leave to add, that if we had bet- 
ic¢ Laws than thoie at prefent, tor resulating me- 
tal Seivants amd Day-Labourers, tuch as work 
Journey-work, the Lazmels and Intolence of all 
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of cm, which has fo long been complain'd of aby 
Maiicrs and Miftrefies, might be preventea, W ith 
all tiar il Confequences. There s nothing more 
common than Complaints of that Nature ; for be- 
acs the Undutifulnefs and Prodigality of menial 
Scryanis, Apprentices, Day-Labourets, and fuch 
as work fourney-work, how often do Matters and 
Milircfics complain, that they are not cble to Keep 
Time with thar Cuflomers, becaufe thar Journey- 
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micn will not fo much as forbear a Holy-day, cr) 


cone to adrunken Ciub, or other idle Diver! on, 
to forward their Putineds ¢ Or it they do, they oblige 
ther Matters to pay them extravagant Rates tor 
it, to dupport their Luxury, while the Wives anid 
Children of many of thoie Journey-men, mutt ci- 
ther {iarve at Home, or be a Buracn to their ba- 
shes and charitable Neighbours 2? And yet though 
thot cort of People will not work fix Days un te- 
ven, whichisa general Rule pretenb’d to all Men 
in thar ieveral Stations by the Word of God, you 
{hal! hie 
and agzinft any that employ thoie poor Matetines, 
petheps becuute thy cant get others to work when 
they have Occafion ior 1; and rather than not 
have their own extrav. gant Rates, they will chute 
to fit idle, and {pend what they have fav'd, or too 
frequantiy van on Tick, to fupply ther Lusury. 

Clf. Your Obiervations are but too jutr, Acger, 
and deferve the immediaic Care of jultices ot Peace, 
the Magittrates of Citics and imcorporated Socie- 
sics of Jradefmen, as they co that cf our Legifla- 
ture, when they mect: Lut PT matt leave this Sub- 
ject of providing for the Employment of our own 
Poor to anothe: time, becaufe of a Paper icnt me 
about the Mifapphication of Mone, collected by 
former Briefs, which £ am defird to take Notice 
of, in cider io prevent the like Abuies when the 
Brief for the Pulatines comes to be colletted.

© fief of che Prerenants of Orauzey who, by the French 
* King, were oblig’d to cuit their Country and Eilates, 
‘or turuPapilis ; and ancther was iflwd Dec. 23. 1793. 
to. the Relich of Sca-iiecus Widows and Ouiphans, 
© whole Hufbands and bathers were loit in the Storm 
in Nov. 1703. whereby the Minifters and Church- 
wardens of every Parifh were oLlig’d to make Colle- 
ions, and to 1dorie the Sums gn Words at Length on 
© the Bricfs, and io eneer che dame in the Partth-Books of 
Accounts, the Clinrch-wardens were to pay the Mo. 
ney in colle¢ted to the Minifier of every Parith, who 
* was to give an Account of it by Letter to his Grace 
the Arch-Bifhop of Canierdury, and to pay the Moancy 
to the Regiiiers of the teveral, Arch-Deaconries, who
